Policing costs 
are up in 2015 

The Bradford West Gwillimbury- 
Innisfil Police Services Board held 
a public meeting, November 3, to 
present the 2015 draft Operating and 
Capital budgets for the South Simcoe 
Police - and explain why costs are 
going up. 

The South Simcoe Police Service, 
under Chief Beazley, has continued 
to find efficiencies, but there are 
some big ticket items, and some 
unavoidable expenditures facing the 

The Operating budget stood at 
$15,726,903 in 2014, split between 
Bradford West Gwillimbury and 
Innisfil, based on assessment, number 
of households and population. 

The draft 2015 budget presented on 
Monday totalled $15,925,102 - up by 
about $198,000 or 1.26%, in part due 
to salaries and benefits for Uniform 
patrol officers (up by $453,831 as 
Senior officers retire and are replaced 
by more Junior patrol officers), 
offsetting other operational savings. 

And as part of the negotiated 
contract with the Police Association, 
the Board intends to buy out “banked 
time,” which would otherwise pose 
an unfunded liability in the future, at 
a cost of $125,000 per year over the 
next 3 years. With the buy-out, the 
overall Operating Budget comes to 
$16,050,102, a 2.06% increase. 

The Board was quick to point out that 
the increase is more than offset by the 
projected growth in Assessment in 
both municipalities. With that growth 
estimated at 3%, the tax levy actually 
decreases by 0.94% - good news for 
taxpayers. 

“We have a lot to juggle," said Board

Chair Sharon Villani. The Board has 
been trying to find the “efficiencies” 
that were promised when Innisfil and 
Bradford West Gwillimbury opted to 
stay with South Simcoe Police, rather 
than switch to Ontario Provincial 
Police - but also address ongoing 
needs, as the population continues 
to grow in South Simcoe, and as more 
officers near retirement. 

Forty percent of members of the 
service will be eligible for retirement 
in 2020, just 6 years away, Villani 
noted. “We haven’t compensated for 
that in this budget... but as we move 
forward, we’ll have to look at it.” 

Other increases included in the 
budget are security enhancements 
at the Bradford Courthouse; 
and acquisition of the NICHE 
communications and information 
system, which will improve multi- 
jurisdictional access to information 
and police records, provide GIS 
mapping for police cruisers, and 
improve access to the sex offender 
registry, starting in April of 2015. 

“We’re part of a larger policing 
environment,” said Chief Beazley, 


noting that despite the upfront costs 
of $240,000 for the NICHE system in 
the Capital Budget, and annual fees 
of $137,000, the system not only offers 
improved policing, but also savings - 
with 24/7 IT support and free training 
included in the cost. 

Beazley pointed out that the South 
Simcoe Police Service recorded a 
surplus - after years of deficit - in both 
2012 and 2013, and "we’re on target 
for 2014.” 

An organizational review came up 
with 24 recommendations, “some of 
which we will be implementing right 
away... There will be savings.” 

Beazley noted that the purchase 
of vehicles and phasing out of lease 
agreements, while incurring an initial 
capital cost, will also provide savings, 
especially since “we were paying 
upwards of 11% and more on leasing 

Other costs included in the budget: 
$20,000 to replace shotguns in patrol 
cars with newer carbines, $4,400 to 
replace old tactical shields, $7,800 
for new roadside screening devices, 
$15,000 for Automatic Licence Plate 
Readers (ALPRs) which will provide 


patrols with more rapid identification 
of vehicles with expired plates and 
outstanding charges; $24,000 for new 
mobile work stations in the cruisers; 
and $90,000 to upgrade to the next 
level of 911 service, able to take Text 
Messages. 

“Some of these things, like the Court 
Security, we have no choice,” noted 
PSB vice chair Rod Hicks. 

Villani pointed out that the Draft 
budget represents an "ask,” by the 
Board - but there is a need for further 
discussion with the Chief Financial 
Officers of both Innisfil and Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, to look at issues 
that include funding sources, and 


There is also the Capital budget 
for 2015, totalling $810,000 - which 
includes the $240,000 cost of the 
NICHE system, and $353,000 to 
purchase vehicles, ending some 
leases. The costs will be partially 
covered by $413,793 taken from 
Reserves. 

The Police Services Board hopes to 
finalize the budgets, for adoption at its 
November 17 meeting.

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Feds announce savings for families 


The Hon. Peter Van Loan, Member 
of Parliament for York-Simcoe has 
announced that the Conservative 
government is doubling the Children’s 
Fitness Tax Credit, to provide financial 
relief from the costs associated with 
sports and dance programs for children. 
The tax credit will now apply to 
Registration costs up to $1000. 

“As a parent, I recognize the 
importance of regular exercise in a 
child’s development, and I know parents 
in York-Simcoe agree. However, our 
Government also recognizes how costly 
sports or dance can be on a family’s 
household budget. That is why, through 
doubling this tax credit, our government 
will continue encouraging families to 
help their children lead healthy active 
lifestyles," Van Loan said. 

The Children’s Fitness Tax Credit was 
established in 2007, providing tax relief 
to thousands of families in York-Simcoe 
- and enabling more children to play 
soccer, hockey, softball, and participate 
in activities like dance. 


“Our government has already reduced 
the tax burden on the typical family by 
$3,300,” Van Loan stated. The new tax 
credit “can help families focus on their 
priorities for the future.” 

Other measures announced that 
provide tax relief to families: 

. The Universal Child Care Benefit for 
children up to the age of 5 will increase 
to $160 per month (up from the existing 
$100 per month), and a benefit of $60 
per month will be introduced for all 
children ages 6 to 17. 

. The Child Care Expense Deduction 
will increase by $1000 per child, 
resulting in a possible maximum 
income tax deduction of $8000 for each 
child under 7, and $5000 for each child 
ages 7 to 16. 

. Income splitting for couples with 
children under the age of 18. Couples 
can transfer up to $50,000 in income 
from the higher to the lower income 
earner for tax purposes, allowing a 
maximum benefit of up to $2000 for 
Canadian families.

Holland Landing - Shaun Tanaka, 
Geography professor at the University of 
Toronto and an East Gwillimbury native, 
is the new federal Liberal candidate in 
York-Simcoe. 

“York-Simcoe is my home. It’s where

Tanaka said. The Sharon resident added, 
“Our region needs a fresh local leader 
who will represent our interests in 
Ottawa.” 

An assistant professor of geography 
at the Scarborough Campus of U of T., 
she holds a doctorate from Queen’s 
University, and has written extensively 
on social and cultural geography. She 
currently sits on the Sustainability Board 
of U. of T., and has held leadership 
positions with the Maytree Foundation, 
which promotes diversity and equity.

BACKGROUND 

A Transportation Master Plan (OPA17) completed by the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury in 2006 determined that existing traffic capacity was 
insufficient to accommodate projected population growth and future employment development. Among the recommendations made to resolve this 
deficiency was the construction of a new interchange at Highway 400 and Line 5. The Town initiated a Schedule 'C' Municipal Class Environmental 
Assessment (Class EA) in 2009 to review alternative solutions to provide for an interchange at Highway 400 and Line 5. The Municipal Class EA 
process was completed in 2010 resulting in the selection of a preferred design concept. 

THE PROJECT 

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury has retained the services of URS 
and the Ainley Group to undertake the detail design of the new Highway 
400 and Line 5 interchange. Improvements being completed as part of this 
undertaking include the removal and replacement of the existing Line 5 bridge 
at Highway 400 with a Pardo A-4 interchange, re-alignment of the North 
Schomberg River, re-alignment of the 5th Sideroad, widening of Line 5 to 
four lanes and realignment of Coffey Road. This project is being completed 
with input from the Ministry of Transportation and the County of Simcoe to 
ensure that future requirements are addressed through the current design. 

PUBLIC INFORMATION CENTRE 

A Public Information Centre (PIC) has been scheduled for this project to 
allow all interested parties an opportunity to review the detail design of 
the proposed interchange and to discuss the project with the study team. 

Information to be presented will include details regarding the improvements, 
construction staging, traffic management as well as potential environmental 
impacts and associated mitigation measures.

On the Home Front

One thing leads to another. 

It was while Carolyn 
Knowles, Alliston Historian, 
was researching Alliston’s 
history in various old 
newspapers, that she came 
across numerous references 
to World War I. Intrigued, 
she focused on the time 
period of 1914-1918, and 
gained remarkable insight 
into the lives of those who 
spent the war years on the 
Home Front. 

That was the topic of 
Knowles’ presentation 
to the Tecumseth & West 
Gwillimbury Historical 
Society in October. Two 
themes emerged: The 
degree of attachment to 
“Empire” and the “Mother 
Country” and the degree 
of patriotism displayed by 
residents of Alliston, as the 
war went on. 

She presented a photo of 
6 young men, taken as they 
caught a train to support 
Britain, just 10 days after 
war was declared. From the 
photo, it seems that most of 
the Townspeople marched 
to the station to send them 
off. 

With war declared, 
fundraising, patriotic 
meetings, enlistments and 
nation^ spirit ramped up 
to fever pitch. Led by the 
Women's Institute and Red 
Cross Society, citizens were 
inspired - and expected - to 


collect clothing, money, 
food and other items to aid 
the war effort. Mothers, 
sisters and sweethearts 
encouraged men to 
enlist - and embarrassed 
the reluctant. Even local 
businesses helped the 
cause, by promising a free 
suit of clothing for new 
recruits. 

Between October 1915 
and January 1916, Simcoe 
County raised a Battalion of 
1,200 men - and women on 
the home front sent boxes of 
canned chickens and fruit 
overseas, through the efforts 
of local canning groups. The 
common cause welded the 
community together - and 
astonishingly, Alliston, with 
a population of about 1,200, 
raised $600,000 in Victory 
Bonds. 

The Home Front was an 
amazing force, and a story 
worth telling. 

On Monday, November 
17, the Tecumseth & West 
Gwillimbury Historical 
Society meeting will 
also focus on war. Clint 
Lovell, teacher at Eastview 
Secondary School in Barrie, 
and student Cole Walsh will 
share details of a Visit to 
the battlefields of Europe, 
and their research into the 
lives of soldiers. At the Tec-

Hall in Newton Robinson, 
at 7:30 p.m. For details, call

Veterans remember World War II 


The Innisfil Historical Society invited 
3 veterans of World War II to share 
their memories, at the October 18 
meeting. Bert Hogg, who saw active 
duty in the Medical Corps, was 
joined by Recruiter Betty Donald, 
and entertainer Shirlie Toro-Fralick. 

Hogg, who signed up at the age 
of 15, talked about his training at 
Camp Niagara. That was in 1938; 
when war was declared in 1939, he 
still hadn’t turned 16. 

He received a call from his Sgt., 
who told him to report for duty. 

“You have to be here because the 
Country is going to war,” he was told, 
but his mother was opposed, because 
of his age. "I said don't worry, I won’t 
leave Canada,” Hogg said, thinking 
that he might be sent for training in 
Manitoba, or at the most, to Halifax. 
But when he arrived in Halifax, he 
quickly found himself loaded aboard 
the Empress of Britain, on his way to 
Scodand. 

As they pulled out of Halifax harbour, 
the young recruits stood on the deck, 
looking toward the shore. Someone 
in the back of the crowd said, “That’s 
Canada. I wonder how many of us will 
see it again.” It was a sombre moment. 

Shirlie Toro-Fralick was a young 
singer when she signed up; at 18, 
she was the youngest Allied girl 
entertainer with the Rhythm Rodeo 
- although she wasn’t allowed to go 
overseas until she turned 21. 

When she finally did get overseas, 
she was among a group of Canadian 
entertainers who, for a while, 
were located at an American PX in 
Germany - where the Canadian girls 
created quite a stir, by dancing with 
the soldiers whether they were black 
or white. “The Southern boys didn’t 
like that,” Toro-Fralick remembered. 
But to the Canadians, all soldiers 


were equal. They were all just “young 
men... who were very brave.” There 
were "wonderful memories - but sad 
memories too, because of the people 
you lost.” 

As a recruiter, Betty 
Donald didn’t get to 
go overseas. She was 
initially stationed 
in Winnipeg, and 
although she was 
in the Army, she 
started as a recruiter 
for the Air Force. 

The Eaton’s Store 
in Winnipeg donated space for Service 
men and women, and made them 
welcome in the diningroom. “Then 
we could get our dinner for 30 cents. If 
you wanted dessert, it was 35 cents." 

Donald later travelled the country, 
serving in Victoria, BC, and Thunder 
Bay, in northern Ontario. 

Bert Hogg went from Scodand, to 
Camp Borden in England. “It was a 
horrible spot. It was a First World War 
campsite.” 

Later the men were shifted to a tent 
hospital that handled the evacuees 
from Dunkirk. “It was a real, real 
disaster at that time. We were in tents, 
and we were receiving casualties. That 
was our first real experience of war." 

In 1942, he served at Brimshaw 
Hospital in Surrey, which received 
those wounded in the Dieppe raid - 
another disaster. “We worked around 
the clock, two-three days at a time. We 
lost thousands of soldiers.” 

And in 1943, Hogg was shipped to 
Africa with the medical corps. He 
eventually transferred to the stretcher- 
bearer medical unit, and became 
Senior Medical Officer when he was 
posted to Italy - at his own request, to 
be closer to his comrades fighting on 
the front line.

The annual night-time, illuminated 
Santa Claus Parade will be coming 
to Bradford on Saturday, November 
15, at 6:30 p.m.

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Moving the Scotch 
Settlement Arboretum 



The Scotch Settlement 
Arboretum is “in crisis,” 
Mikki Nanowski told the 
Oct. 23 meeting of the Bond 
Head Horticultural Society. 

The arboretum, a “tree 
park” located at the 
south-east comer of 
the 5th Line BWG and 
Hwy 400, was a labour of 
love for the Society and 
interested gardeners. It 
was designed to preserve 
a “tree inventory" of 
Ontario’s tree species, and 
to honour loved ones, with 
commemorative trees. 

But the Scotch Settlement 
Arboretum is in the 
path of the new 5 th Line 
interchange. 

Through a partnership 
with the Lake Simcoe 
Region Conservation 


Authority, the decision was 
made to move some of the 
trees to the Scanlon Creek 
Arboretum, which has been 
recently restored. 

An Arborist from Guelph 
University mapped out 
both areas, and room was 
found for approximately 
30 "important” trees from 
the Scotch Settlement, 
which have been tagged, 
Nanowski said. The move 
was scheduled to begin the 
week of October 27, shifting 
5 to 7 trees each day. 

“We worked so hard 
on that Arboretum, and 
I’m really sad it will be 
dismanded - but I’m very, 
very happy that it will be 
going somewhere where 
people can look after it,” 
she concluded.

The Province of Ontario 
is proposing amendments 
to the Highway Traffic Act 
that will be tougher on 
distracted and impaired 
drivers, that would; 

• Increase fines for 
distracted driving from the 
current range of $60 to $500, 
to a range of $300 to $1000, 
with the loss of 3 demerit 
points on conviction. The 
changes would also add 
“Distracted Driving” to 
the list of Novice driver 
conditions.
